of a millionaire, kidnapped May 12, 
was found, were his and that he 
lost them while on a bird study ex­ 
pedition. 
The body was found in a 
railroad culvert and th s glasses were 
found some distance away. 
“ I don’t blame the police for hold­ 
ing me” Leopold said. 
“ I was out 
near the culvert on Saturday and 
Sunday before the body was found 
and it is quite probable I lost my 
glasses out there.” 


CHICAGO, May 30.— Nathan 
E. 
Leopold, Jr., nineteen year old son 
of a millionaire box manufacturer, 
university honor student and con­ 
nected with 
some 
of 
Chicago’s 
wealthiest families, was questioned 
all night by Robert E. Crowe, states 
attorney, after an optical company’s 
records revealed that he had been 
sold a pair of spectacles identical 
with those found near the body of 
Robert Franks, 13 year old kidnap­ 
er’s victim.

was suspended until one 
p. 
rn. 
young Leopold still maintained that 
he was not the owner of the spec­ 
tacles, although 
he 
was familiar 
with the terrain of the wild coun­ 
try on the far south side where the 
body was found a week ago aud had 
visited the spot as recently as a 
few days before the Franks boy’s 
nude body was found jammed in a 
railroad culvert between two lakes. 
The youth explained that he had 
visited the scene possibly fifty times 
with classes and companions inter­ 
ested in ornithology. 
A score or more persons have 
been arrested since Franks, also the 
son of a multi-millionaire, was kill­ 
ed, but Mr. Crowe and the detec­ 
tives have it plain that they place 
their chief reliance upon finding 
the owner of the glasses. Toward 
that end hundreds of opticians and 
their clerks have been examining 
records. 
Fifty Detectives Busy. 
Early today fifty detectives were 
ordered to visit fraternity houses 
and homes of wealthy residents of 
the university circle to take into 
custody for questioning twenty-five 
or thirty chums of young Leopold. 
It was understood they would be 
asked how frequently the youth had 
worn the spectacles and when he 
last was seen wearing them. 
Young Leopold sa UT he was a law 
student and a member of an honor 
society. He boasted that he is fa­ 
miliar with fifteen languages and 
that he made a particular study of 
ornithology. 
He was quoted as having said 
that he also had made a study of 
the irregularities of human nature 
and that he had intended to make a 
free translation of the writings of 
the writings of the sixteenth Ital­ 
ians 'for dissemination among his 
friends, but that university profes­ 
sors dissuaded him. 
The theory that the Franks boy 
was the victim of others than kid­ 
napers interested in the demanded 
ransom and was killed accidentally 
still* is held by some detectives work 
ing on the case.

Bermuda now has a hand­ 
some surplus in its treasury 
The latest development in the Ba­ 
hamas, a move to start *a distillery 
to manufacture American rye whis­ 
key, all stocks of* which, as far as 
the bootlegging business 
is 
con­ 
cerned, are practically exhausted, has 
come to the attention of prohibition 
officers. In the Bahama assembly W. 
K. Moore recently moved the ap­ 
pointment of a select committee to 
enquire into and report on the work­ 
ing of the spirits aud beer maim-1 
facturers’ act of 1920. Speaking to 
the motion. Mr. Moore told his fol­

Several times in the last year we have heard the sen­ 
timent expressed that there are too many people going to 
college. 
Some of the college men themselves are becoming 
alarmed and at least one eastern university is taking steps to 
select its students from the body offering to matriculate. 
This naturally brings one to think of the matter seriously. 
Here in our own state there have been enormous increases 
in the student bodies of all the colleges. 
The same is true 
throughout the country- 
A few years ago the college man 
was the exception. 
It now appears that in the future he is 
to be the nile . 
But what are the needs of the world? 
Can these needs 
best be met by college men or by those not having college 
training? 
We awe no longer a rural people with land to spare. 
We are now more than half in the towns and cities and the 
idle land has been occupied. 
This means that in the not 
distant future every acre of ground must produce twice as 
much as it is producing now. 
It #means that twice as much 
beef, twice as much pork, twice as much dairy products must 
be produced without the increase in the amount of land under 
cultivation. 
Improved methods must be found. 
While these 
may be found by the uneducated man, science is generally 
in the hands of the college bred man. 
While a manufacturer 
or a financier may not be college bred, almost every scientist 
of any consequence has had the advantage of college training. 
Electrical development is in its infancy. 
The water 
power we have available is immense, but will not take care of 
the needs of the country. 
Methods of extracting this giant 
force from nature must be improved or the tides must be 
harnessed. 
In the next half century there may be a revo­ 
lution in this, and this revolution will be brought about fey 
the college man, granting that it is done at all. 
It is only a matter of a few' years until the supply of 
forests which furnish the pulp for making paper will be ex­ 
hausted 
Substitutes must be found. 
When they are it will 
be by coliege men, and more not fewer of them will be 
needed. 
Dry areas must have water or methods found for grow- 
ing profitable and needed crops without whaler. 
College men 
will do this when it is done. 
Better ways of getting water to many of the large cities 
must be found 
.College men will find them. 
Civilized man is apparently facing his greatest war, a 
war with pests, visible and invisible. 
Fields which a few' 
years ago yielded giant piles of cotton now produce little or 
nothing. 
The land is still fertile, but the boll weevil has 
done his work. 
College men will find a way of fighting the 
boll weevil, though to date he seems to be an enemy w'orthy 
of our most daring soldiers- with the most highly developed 
weapons. 
Fruit regions a few years ago did not suffer greatly from 
insects. 
Now it costs millions of dollars to spray the trees 
and the growing fruit in order to get marketable products. 
Gardens suffer from the Onslaughts of pests. 
Animals 
must be protected from them. 
They seem to be everywhere. 
The college man is needed not only in the school room but in 
the field with chemistry and physics and all the knowledge of 
the ages. 
Yes, men and women are going to college 
But from this 
w'e need fear no evil. 
On the other hand, w'e are simply 
preparing against the time when this knowiedge will be 
needed in the day’s work. 
Skill and industry combined with 
the highest knowiedge are what the world needs today and 
will need tomorrow and tomorrow and tomorrow.

Scientific research in electronic ac­ 
tivity, conducted at the California 
Institute of Technology under the 
direction 
of Professor 
Robert 
A. 
Milliken, who was awarded the 1923 
Nobel prize for physics, has resulted 
in two important discoveries, savants 
declare. 
The first discovery, expected to 
clarify the Compton-Duane contro­ 
versy, is that light energy travels 
in definite amounts rfnd obeys the 
same laws that govern matter. 
* About a year ago Professor A. H. 
Compton advanced his theory that if 
is free electrons, individial electrons 
torn out of parent atoms and roam­ 
ing in space, that cause the scat­ 
tering of X-rays. He predicted that 
the wave-length of 
the 
scattered 
quanta of X-rays, the smallest unit 
of X-ray that can take part in a 
reaction, would be determined by 
what they struck. Compton was suc­ 
cessful In giving a physical demon­ 
stration of his theory in his own 
laboratory. 
« 
Then Professor William Duan* of 
Harvard University, the pioneer in­ 
vestigator of X-rays in this country,! 
announced after a long series of ex- I 
pertinents, that he was unable to ob- 
tain the "Compton shift.” Professor 
Compton went to Harvard and re­ 
la t e d Dis experiments without suc­ 
cess, although he had no trouble at 
home. It was at this stage that the 
work at the California Institute of 
Technology was undertaken by Dr. 
J. A. Becker, national research fel­ 
low in physics, and his assistants. 
Dr. Becker's experiments irvdica- 
! ted that both Compton and Duane * 
were 
right. 
He says that Duane 
probably failed to get th 2 "Comp- j 
ton shift” because he used X-rays • 
of two low an intensity. The Pasa­ 
dena scientists were able to obtain ' 
both results on the samo photo­ 
graphic plate. 
"In further experiments, * said Dr. 
Becker, "we hope to b? able to tell 
more the the way which electrons 
are torn out o f ‘their parent atoms, I 
how they roam about between the I 
atoms before they are captured by j 
another atom; and some of the rules 
of the game being played in nature 
between radiant energy and matter. 
"One of the rules these experi­ 
ment? have confirmed is that radiant 
energy, light troves, doer not travel 
in centinuous streams, but that it 
goes aion.; lr minute bundles of 
energy called quanta and that when 
these qua il a meet w*‘.i resistance 
they act rauca the same as a tiny 
chunk o f.matter-” 
The second discovery, made by Dr. 


j Russell M. Otis, national research 
fellow in physics, and his assistants, 
relates to penetrating radiations and • 
promises to be of great value in: 
solving some of the problems con- ■ 
fronting wireless and radio comm un-! 
ication. The import of this becomes J 
apparent when it is realized that it j 
is believed to be gamma rays, com- j 
ing 
from 
radio-active 
substances,! 
that 
interfere 
considerably 
w ith ! 
aerial communication. 
The first step was to check the 
statement of Professor Kolhorster, 
tho German scientist, that the pene­ 
trating radiations, or nature's X-rays 
grow more intensive at high alti­ 
tudes. Extensive tests were made 
with the aid of an elect 'osccpc, an 
instrument for measuring radiations. 
Experiments made in an army plane 
by Dr. Otis at various altitudes up 
to 19,000 feet proved that the Ger­ 
man scientist was correct, but did 
not disclose the source of the radia­ 
tions. 
Observations made on the sum­ 
mit of Mount Whitney, the highest 
peak in the continental United States 
resulted in the discovery that radio­ 
activity did not come from the tun. 
“We* found,” said Dr. Otis, "that 
radio-activity was just as strong at 
I night, when the sun was directly 


j under us, as it was in the daytime. 
‘ 
As the result of these observations 
this group of scientists have come 
to the conclusion that radio-active 
particles probably come from clouds 
of "star dust." heavenly wanderers 
that accompany the earth on its 1 
journey through space.
